United States. 


If you live in the City cf Vernon you must have 
a county and a city poll tax to vote in any election, 
whether for city officers or for county, state or nation­ 
al. 
You can not vote in any election without both tax 
receipts. 


If you have become 21 years o f agt since January 
I, 1928 or will be 21 before December I, 1924, you are 
entitled to an exemption and must have the exemption 
certificate to vote.
